May it please your Excellency, — 

I have the honour to submit iny Report on the Marriages, Births, 
and Deaths registered ill Ireland during the year 1880, together with 
the General Abstracts in which the number, season, locality, and 
special nature of these events are set forth in detail. 

Returns prepared from data supplied for the purpose by the 
Registrars, and containing approximate information on some of the more 
salient features of the Registration records, in so far as they relate to 
the Public Health, were issued after the close of each Quarter ; and a pre- 
liminary Annual Abstract, compiled from the same sources, was presented 
to Parliament early last year. 

The information given in those Returns, necessarily imperfect, has since 
been carefully revised, and in the Abstracts now submitted the corrected 
results will be found incorporated with many additional features of 
general interest and utility. 



cmeSAi. summary. 

The Marriages registered during the year number 20,363; the Births 
128,086 ; and the Deaths 102,906. Both absolutely and in proportion to 
the estimated population, the marriages and births are under, and the 
deaths over the annual average for the preceding ten year's. The excess in 
the death-rate is not altogether owing to the increased mortality which 
it implies, much of it being due to the improvement in registration 
effected through the Burial Returns obtained under the Public Health

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(Ireland) Acts, 1878-9, the provisions of which, authorizing these Returns, 
had been put into operation in the course of the year 1879, and were 
in force during the whole of the year 1880. 

The recorded natural increase of population, or excess of births over 
deaths was 25,180, the loss by emigration, amounting to 95,517, was 
greater than in any year during the previous ten years, and was 
double that of the preceding year ; there would thus appear to have been 
a decrease of 70,837 in the population during the year, hut against a 
portion of this decrease there is a set-off in immigration of which no official 
record has heen obtained. The estimated population in the middle of the 
year was 5,189,080. 



MARRIAGES. 

The number of marriages registered during the year was 20,363 
being 1 in every 255, or 3'92 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 

This rule is below the low rate yielded by the average annual number 
of marriages registered during the ten year's 1870-79, which was much 
under the marriage-rates in other countries, the statistics of which are 
available. The low marriage-rate in Ireland, as compared with other 
countries, must be largely attributed to the extensive emigration which 
takes place among persons of marriageable ages. No doubt there is some 
defect in the registration of Roman Catholic marriages, but a comparison 
of the birth-rate from year to year confirms the opinion that the 
marriage-rate is low. This subject has been more fully dealt with in the 
Reports for the year 1879 and previous years. 

Of the 20,363 marriages registered during the year 1880, 13,494 were 
between Roman Catholics, 3,709 were celebrated according to the rites 
and ceremonies of the late Established Church ; 2,283 were in Presby- 
terian Meeting-houses; 312 in “Registered Buildings” belonging to 
various religious denominations; only 549 by civil contract in the Re- 
gistrars’ offices ; 12 were according to the usages of the Society of Friends, 
and 4 according to the Jewish rite.

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As more than a moiety of the annual number of Roman Catholic mar- 
riages in the provinces of Munster and Connaught are celebrated between 
Christmas and Shrovetide, the marriages registered in Ireland dining the 
first quarter of the year always largely outnumber those in any of the other 
quarters. In 1880, owing to the small number of Roman Catholic 
marriages, the difference was not as marked as usual, but still it was 
considerable. The numbers recorded were— -in the first quarter, 6,232 ; 
in the second, 4,719; in the third, 4,593 ; and in the last, 4,819.

The marriages of bachelors and spinsters constitute 847 per cent, of 
the total; those of widowers and spinsters 9 2 per cent. ; of bachelors and 
widows 34 per cent.; and of widowers and widows 27 per cent. Thus, 
12 in every 100 of the men married were widowers, and <3 per cent, of the 
women were widows; and in 15 instances in every 100 marriages one or 
both of the contracting parties had been in the married state before. 

A complete registry of the exact ages of the persons married would be 
valuable from many points of view; hence it is matter for regret that in the 
great majority of instances the ages are not recorded. The requirements 
of the law are technically complied with by the entry in the age column 
of “ minor ” or " of full age,” as the case may be, and there seems to be a 
general and increasing inclination to take advantage of this circumstance, 
as in 1S80 the ages of both parties were specified in only 5,202 instances, 
being little more than one-fourth of the total number of marriages. In 
the year 1865, when 30,802 marriages were registered, the ages of both 
parties were given in 13,910 instances. 

Of 20,363 men married during the year, 537, or 2*64 per cent, were 
minors ; and of the women married, 2,400, or 1179 per cent, were under 
age. These proportions differ but slightly from the averages for the 
preceding ten years. 

The highest proportion of husbands (374 per cent.), and of wives 
(17’87 per cent.), married under age in 1880, was in the Western 
Division. . . , 

' It may be added, that the per-centage of persons married, m Irelan 
who were under age is very far below the corresponding rates in England 
and Scotland. 
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Marriages, Births, and Deaths in Ireland — J.880. 

The signatures of the contracting parties in the marriage registers or certi- 
ficates afford a rough test of the progress of elementary education. In the 
year 1880, 15,033, or 73'S percent, of the husbands, and 14,064, or 69T per 
cent, of the 'wives, wrote their names, and the remainder signed by marks. 

These figures, though still leaving much to be desired, contrast hopefully 
with the corresponding results eleven yearn since, the per-centage of persons 
married in 1870 who wrote their names being — men 62'8, and women 53'5. 

As usual, the most favourable results appear in the Eastern or Metro- 
politan Division, and the least satisfactory in the Western and the North- 
Western Divisions, the number who wrote their names varying from 80 in 
every 100 men and 79 in every 100 women in the Eastern, to 64 per 
cent, of the men married in the Western, and the North-Western, and 60 
per cent, of the women married in the Western division.

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Marriages, Births , and Deaths in Ireland — 1880. 

In the province of Leinster, 771 per cent, of the men, and 77‘6 per cent, 
of the women married wrote their names ; in Munster, 751 per cent, of the 
men, and 69'3 per cent, of the women; in Ulster, 73 in eveiy 100 men, 
and 64 in every 100 women ; and in Connaught, only 64’8 percent, of the 
men, and 60 6 per cent, of the women. 

In 3,670 instances, both of the parties married signed the register by 
“mark,” and in 4,289 cases the register was thus signed by either the 
husband or the wife, so that in 7,959 instances, or 391 per cent, of the 
total number of marriages, one or both of the parties signed by mark ; 
and in 12,404 instances, or 60*9 per cent., both parties wrote their 
names. 

In proportion to the estimated population at all ages the registered 
marriages were most numerous in the province of Leinster, in which, 
however, the rate was only 4'9 per 1,000 persons ; Ulster comes next, with 
41 per 1,000; Munster third, with 3'3 per 1,000; and Connaught last, the 
rate being 2*6 per 1,000. 

The highest rate in any county was 71 per 1,000, which was the 
marriage rate for Dublin; and the lowest 2*3 per 1,000 for Mayo. 
Between these, the most favourable were 6’0 for Antrim, 51 in Armagh, 
4'9 in Down, 4'6 in Carlow, and 4*4 in Londonderry ; and the least so 
2-4 in Kerry; 2’6 in Galway; 2’7 in Leitiim; 31 in Donegal; and 3‘2 
in Longford. 



BIRTHS. 

The number of births registered during the year 1880 was 128,086 — 
66,004 boys, and 62,082 girls, or 106'3 of the former to every 100 of the 
latter — the rate afforded in proportion to the total population being 1 in 
40*5, or 24‘7 per 1,000, which is considerably under the low average rate 
(26 - 6 per 1,000) for the ten years, 1870-79, and less than the rate in any 
of those years. 

In the report for the year 1875, the causes of the comparatively low 
birth-rate in Ireland were considered, and the observations then made are 
almost equally applicable to the year now under review : — 

* It has been seen that the marriages registered in Ireland, when com- 
pared with the total population, fall far short of the proportion in England. 
The births, too, present a contrast — not, indeed, so striking, but still 
sufficiently so to call for explanation ; the average rate in England being 
35*4 per 1,000 persons, against 26 ‘9 per 1,000 in Ireland. 

“ A large portion of the disparity between the marriage rates has 
been accounted for, and shown to be owing to the special circumstances 
of Ireland, and it is obvious, that, speaking in general terms, there must 
be a corresponding difference between the birth-rates. 

“ Pursuing the inquiry with special reference to births, and omitting, for 
the present, those of children bom out of wedlock, it is found that the 
average rate of legitimate births in England for the ten years 1865-74 
was 33‘4 per 1,000 of the population, and that the corresponding rate in 
Ireland was only 261 per 1,000. 

“ The conclusion at first naturally suggested by these figures is that the 
registration of births in Deland must be very defective; but, on examina- 
tion this proves to be, in great part, erroneous. 
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“ In 1871, according to the Census, the married women in England 
between the ages of 15 and 55, which may be taken as the limits of the 
child-bearing period, formed 14 7 per cent, of the total population at all 
ages, and in Ireland the corresponding proportion was only 11*8 per cent., 
or, in other words, there were five married women, possible mothers, in 
England to 4 in an equal number of the population in Ireland. Taking 
the ages 15 to 45 years, the difference is even greater. 

“ Assuming the actual births to be in the same ratio to the number of 
married women in each of the two countries, it is evident that the births 
in any given number of the total population in Ireland must be less than 
the corresponding rate in England to the extent that the proportion of 
married women in the former country falls short of that for the latter. 

“ This being so, the respective rates for legitimate births, given above, 
namely, 26T per 1,000 persons in Ireland, and 33 4 per 1,000 in England, 
are reconcileable, as they bear the same ratio to each other as the relative 
proportion of married women . in the population ; and, looking at the 
numbers from another point, it is found that the births in England are 
annually equal to 224 to every 1,000 married women of the child-bearing 
ages, and that the registered births in Ireland, equal 223 per 1,000. 

“ There is a popular opinion that the mothers of Ireland are more 
fruitful than those of England; but this, if true in the abstract, must, under 
present conditions, be to a certain extent neutralized by the comparatively 
late period of life at which many marriages in Ireland now take place.” 

Of the 128,086 children whose births were registered in Ireland during 
the year 1880, 124,883, or 97 5 per cent., were legitimate, and 3,203, or 2-5 
per cent., were illegitimate. The average per-centage of illegitimate 
births in the preceding 10 years was 2-4. 

It is unnecessary to say that these results compare very favourably 
with the returns for most other countries. 

Of the children born in wedlock during the year, 64,415 were males, 
and 60,468 females, being 106 - 5 of the former to every 100 of the latter; 
and of the illegitimate children 1,589 were males, and 1,614 females, or 
98‘5 boys to 1 00 girls.

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As in previous years, the lowest per-centage of children bom out of 
wedlock was in the Western Division, and the highest in the North- 
Eastern division. The order of the several divisions is as follows : — 
Western TO per cent, of total births; North Midland and South-Western, 
1-5; Eastern, 2T ; South Midland, 2*3 ; North-Western, 2*6; South- 
Eastern, 2*8 ; and North-Eastern, 4-9. 

Comparing the provinces, we find that the per-centage of children born 
in Ulster, who were illegitimate, was 4 0 ; in Leinster, 2*2 ; in Munster, 
1*8 ; and in Connaught, 10. 

The extremes of the county rates are found in Down and Leitrim. In 
the former of 5,440 births registered, 287, or 5 *3 per cent, were illegitimate, 
and in the latter, out of 1,878 births recorded, only 15, or 0*8 per cent., 
were so classed. 

The respective total birth-rates for the provinces in 1880 were— 
Munster, 25-6 per 1,000 of the population; Leinster, 25*2 per 1,000; 
Ulster, 24*4 ; and Connaught, 23 -8. 

The four counties having the highest rates were — Dublin, 29*7 per 
1,000 inhabitants; Antrim, 29'6; Kerry, 20*S ; and Limerick, 26*6. 
Those with the lowest rates were — Wicklow, 20*4; Monaghan, 21 ’0 ; 
Fermanagh, 21 ‘2; and Tyrone, 21 ‘4 per 1,000 persons. 

Of the total births, 54*8 per cent, were registered iu the first six months 
of the year (182 days), and 45*2 per cent, in the second half of the year 
(184 days). 

The number registered in the first quarter was 35,259 ; in the second, 
34,963 ; in the third, 30,334 ; and in the fourth, 27,530.

DEATHS. 

The deaths registered during the year amount to 102,906, being equal 
to 1 in 50*4 or 19*8 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The deaths 
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of males number 51,640, and those of females 51,266, the former being 
equal to 20'4 in every 1,000 males living, and the latter representing 
19'0 per 1,000 females. 

The registered deaths are much over the average for the ten years 
1870-79,andmorenumerous than in any yearduringthat periodexcept'1879. 
As already stated, much of this increase is owing to improved registration, 
the Burial Returns obtained under the new Public Health Acts bilnginu 
under the notice of the Registrars very many deaths which, but for these 
Returns, would have remained unregistered. 

The recorded mortality from zymotic diseases was 6 per cent, over the 
average for the preceding ten year's, but a portion of this increase is 
owing to the more complete registration effected. 

The deaths from the eight principal zymotic diseases* registered during 
1880 form 1T8 per cent, of the deaths from all causes, and are equal to 233 
in every 100,000 pars' ms living ; the average annual mortality from the 
same diseases in the preceding 10 years represents 1 2'0 per cent, of the 
average number of deaths from all causes, and is equal to 211 deaths in 
every 100,000 of the estimated mean population. 

As heretofore very many of the Registrars furnished at the close of 
each quarter valuable notes on the sanitary condition of their respective 
districts. These notes were embodied in the Quarterly Returns issued 
from this department, and, emanating as they did, from gentlemen 
qualified to speak decisively on the subject, it is to be hoped that they 
received the serious attention of the various Local Authorities intrusted 
with the administration of the Public Health Acts. In this place it will 
be sufficient to say that the Registrars’ observations, while disclosing 
many lamentable defects in sanitation, point to a gradually extending 
interest in sanitary questions which must, ere long, be productive of 
lasting good. 

The death-rates in the eight divisions range from 15'6 per 1,000 
persons in the Western to 26'0 in the Las tern. The following is the 
order of the several divisions : — Western, 15-fi per 1,000 persons ; North- 
Western, 18'0 ; North-Midland, 18'2; South-Midland, 19'3 ; South- 
Western, 19'5; North-Eastern, 19'9; South-Eastern, 21 '0; and Eastern, 
26-0. 

With respect to the four provinces, the rate for Connaught is only 
15'3; that for Munster is 19'5 ; for Ulster, 20'0, and for Leinster, 23’3. 

Of the thirty-two counties, the four having the lowest registered 
mortality are — Mayo, only 14'5 per 1,000; Sligo, 15'3; Galway, 15'G; 
and Roscommon, 15'S. 

Those in which the rate was highest are — Dublin, 31*7 ; Waterford, 
24'9 ; Louth, 22'G ; and Antrim, 21'9. 

The deaths registered in the first half of the year always largely out- 
number those in the second. In 1880 57'6 per cent, of the total deaths 
were registered in the six months, January to June inclusive, and only 
42-4 per cent, in the remaining six months of the year. 

The annual rates represented by the deaths registered in each quarter, 
are as follows : — First quarter, 23'6 per 1,000 of the population ; second, 
22-1 ; third, 16'5 ; and fourth, 17T.

CAUSES OF DEATH. 

I. — Zymotic Diseases. 

The deaths from Zymotic diseases registered during the year 1880 
amounted to 15,898, or 806 37 in every 100,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion. This rate is over the average for the ten years 1870-79. 

Compared with the ten-year average there was a decline in the mortality 
from each of the principal diseases in this class except scarlatina, whooping- 
cough, fever, and diarrhoea ; the deaths from the last named disease show 
an increase of 597. 

Deaths from measles, which amounted to 860 in 1879, rose in 1880 
to 1,025, and deaths from scarlatina which having gradually declined 
from 4,034 in 1874 to 1,079 in 1S7S, rose to 16S8 in 1879, further rose 
to 2,443 in 18S0 ; the last number, however, is only 82 over the average 
for the preceding ten years. 

Compared with the year 1 879, there was an increase in deaths from 
zymotic diseases in all the Divisions. The respective rates for the several 
fiivisions are : — Eastern, 524-02 in every 100,000 of the estimated 
population; South-Western, 391'34; North-Eastern, 20S-5S ; South- 
Eastern, 299-37; South Midland, 231-23; Western, 21710; North- 
Western, 216-11 ; and the North Midland, 207‘39. 

Of the 15,898 deaths from zymotic diseases, 9,857 or 62-0 per cent, 
were amongst children under 10 years of age, being equal to a mortality 
of 8 in every 1,000 children of that age.

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Marriages, Births, and Deaths in Ireland — 18S0. 

Small-pox. — There were 389 deaths from small-pox registered, being 
330 under the number in 1 879, and 484 less than in 1878. Of the deaths 
from this disease in 1880, 297 were in the Eastern Division (including 84 
in the North Dublin and 189 in the South Dublin TTnion), 37 occurred 
in the North-Eastern Division (including 26 in Ballymena Union), 22 in 
the South-Midland, 17 in the North-Western, 9 in the North-Midland, 
4 in the Western, 2 in the South-Western, and 1 in the South-Eastern 
Division. In the year 1876 only 24 deaths from this cause were 
recorded, and in 1877 only 71, but the average annual number for the 
ten years 1870-79 was 719. 

In the province of Leinster the deaths numbered 324 ; in Ulster 55; 
in Munster 8 ; and in Connaught 2. 

Measles. — Deaths from measles, which fell from 2,212 in 1878 to 860 
in the following year, amounted to 1,025 in 1S80 ; this number is equal 
to an annual mortality of 19-75 per 100,000 persons. The disease was 
most fatal in the South-Western and Eastern Divisions, the annual rates 
per 100,000 persons for these divisions being respectively 50-31 and 44-18. 

Soviet Fever.- — The deaths from this disease number 2,443, or 47'08 
per 100,000 persons, against an average for the preceding ten years of 
2,361 deaths. In all the Divisions, except the North-Eastern, North- 
Midland, and Western, the deaths were above the average ; the total 
number for the year is 755 in excess of the number in 1879. 

The deaths from scarlet fever in 1880 were distributed through the 
four provinces as follows: — Leinster, 993 ; Munster, 935 ; Ulster, 409 ; 
and Connaught, 106. 

Diphtheria. — This disease proved fatal in 314 instances, being 6 under 
the number in the previous year, and 14 under the annual average for the 
10 years 1870-79. In proportion to population the highest mortality 
(8'80 per 100,000 persons), was in the North-Eastern Division, and the 
lowest (085) in the North Midland. 

Quimy This disease caused 251 deaths against 224 in the year 1879. 

Group. — The deaths from croup registered during the year 1880 num- 
bered 1,398 (708 males, and 690 females) ; being 205 in excess of the 
number for the preceding year. 

Whooping-cough. — The deaths (2,371) from whooping-cough are 634 in 
excess of the average for the ten years 1870-79, and 433 over the 
number registered in the year 1879 ; they afford an annual rate of 45 69 
per 100,000 of the estimated population. In proportion to population 
the mortality was highest in the Eastern and North-Eastern Divisions, 
the rates being 78-66 and 65’75 per 100,000 persons respectively. 

Fever. — The number of deaths from the several forms of continued fever 
amounted to 3,100 (1,530 males and 1,570 females), equal to a mortality 
of 59 "74 per 100,000 of the population; the average annual number for 
the previous ten years was 2,998 ; the number in 1879 was 2,S62. The 
highest divisional rate per 1 00,000 persons in 1880 was 79"8S for the 
South-Western Division, and the lowest was 43-02 for the North-Western 
Division.

There were 15 Superintendent Registrars’ Districts in which the deaths 
from fever equalled 1 per 1,000 of the population, viz. : — Inishowen, 
in the North-Western Division ; Dublin North, ancl Dublin South, in the 
Eastern ; Roscommon, in the North-Midland ; Cashel, in the South- 
Midland ; Belmullet, Clifden, Galway, Oughterard, and Swineford, in the 
Western; Clogheen and Dungarvan, in the South-Eastern; and Cork, 
Glin, and Kanturk, in the South-Western. 

In Leinster there were 7S8 deaths, or 063 per 1,000 inhabitants; in 
Munster 930, or 0-70 per 1,000; in Ulster 852, or 0 4-9 ; and in Con- 
naught 530, or 0'65 per 1,000. 

■ Of the registered deaths from fever, 934 were ascribed to typhus, 1,087 
to typhoid or enteric, and 1,079 to simple continued fever, or vaguely as to 
“ fever.” The age periods 15 and under 20 years, and 20 to 25, were those 
in which fever proved most fatal in proportion to the living at the same 
ages ; the former' yielding a rate of 79-98 per 100,000, and the latter 90-25. 
The lowest rate was 41-31 for the period “under 5 years old.”

Erysipelas. — The deaths from erysipelas numbered 248, being 53 under 
the annual average for the preceding decade. In the year 1879 the 
number was 259. The highest mortality in 1880 in proportion to the 
population was in the Eastern Division, and the lowest in the South- 
Midland. 

Metria or Puerperal Fever. — The number of deaths from this disease 
registered in 1880 was 347, being 7 more than in the preceding year. The 
average annual number for the ten years 1870-79 was 356. 

Influenza.- — Sixty-nine deaths were ascribed to this disease; the 
number in 1879 was 74, and the annual average for the ten years 
1870-70 was 107. 
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Marriages, Births, and Deaths in Ireland — 1880. 

Dysentery. — To this disease 224 deaths were attributed, being 76 more 
than in the previous year, but 29 under the annual average for the 
ten yearn 1870-79. 

Diarrhoea. — The deaths from diarrhoea were much above the average. 
The disease proved fatal in 2,395 instances, equal to a mortality of 46'15 
per 100,000 of the estimated population ; the deaths in 1879 numbered 
1,526, and the average annual number for the ten years 1870-79 was 
1,798. The highest Divisional rate in 1880 was 78 27 for the Eastern 
Division, and the lowest 1818 for the North-Western, 

The rates for the provinces were as follow : — Leinster, 6 8 '9 per 
100,000 persona; Munster, 55*5; Ulster, 46'4; and Connaught only 14'4. 

Of the 2,395 deaths from diarrhoea, 462 were registered in the first 
quarter, 431 in the second, 944 in the third, and 558 in the fourth. 

Simple Cholera. — Sixty-seven deaths were ascribed to this disease. 

Eight males aged respectively 2, 7, 8, 16, 39, 45, 49, and 62 years, 
and four females aged respectively 8, 8, 11, and 36 years, died from 
Hydrophobia. 



II. — Constitutional Diseases. 

From diseases termed " constitutional” there resultedl7,866 deaths(8,444 
males, and 9,422 females), affording a rate of 1 in 5 '8 of all the deaths, and 
equal to 344 in eveiy 100,000 of the population. This mortality is 718 
in excess of that for the previous year, and 1,120 over the average for 
the ten year's 1870-79. 

Phthisis or Pulmonary Consumption proved fatal in 11,124 instances 
— 5,193 males, and 5,931 females — being equal to 214'37 in every 100,000 
persons; the average annual number for the previous ten years was 10,239. 

As heretofore the North-Eastern and the Eastern Divisions yield the 
highest rates, and the Western the lowest. The rates for these three 
Divisions are — North-Eastern 285'75 in every 100,000 living ; Eastern. 
275'32; and Western, 128’48. 

The rates for the fonr provinces are as follow : — Ulster, 259 per 100,000 
of the population; Leinster, 247; Munster, 174; and Connaught, 143. 

Of the total deaths from phthisis, 7,824, or 70'3 per cent, were of persons 
between 15 and 45 years of age. 

In the first quarter there were 3,043 deaths registered ; in the second 
3,395 ; in the third 2,465 ; and in the fourth, 2,221.

Mesenteric Disease. — The deaths from Mesenteric disease numbered 
1,678 — 787 males and 891 females. 

Hydrocephalus or Water on the Brain. — The deaths from this disease 
amounted to 1,158 — 646 males, and 512 females. 

Scrofula. — To this disease 975 deaths were ascribed (529 males and 
446 females). 

Gout. — Only 29 deaths from Gout were registered (18 males and 11 
females). 

Cancer. — This disease caused 1,775 deaths, of which 797 were those of 
males, and 978 of females. 

Dropsy. — Under this heading 956 deaths were tabulated (395 males 
and 561 females). 



ITT. — Local Diseases. 

The number of deaths from "local diseases” registered amounted to 
35,297 (19,051 males and 16,246 females), or 1 in 2'9 of the deaths from 
all causes; in 1879 the number was 38,021 (20,221 males and 17,800 
females). 

Diseases of the Nervous System. — From this group of diseases there 
resulted 9,004 deaths (4,959 males and 4,045 females), being 136 over 
the number in the year 1879. They include 3,992 from convulsions 
(nearly all children), 1,389 from paralysis, 979 from apoplexy, 860 
from cephalitis or inflammation of the brain, 348 from epilepsy, 350 from 
insanity, 7 (1 male and 6 females) from chorea or St. Vitus’s dance, 
and 1,079 deaths (including 228 from necrencephalus or softe ning of 
the brain, and 169 from spinal marrow disease) entered under “ brain 
disease, &c.” 
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Diseases of the Organs of Circulation . — Diseases of the Circulatory 
Organs caused 4,238 deaths (2,232 males and 2,006 females) ; in the 
previous year the number was 4,534. “Heart disease" caused 4,066 deaths, 
aneurism 80, and pericarditis or inflammation of the heart’s covering, .92. 

Diseases of the Respiratory Organs * — The deaths from these diseases 
amounted to 15,740 (8,269 males and 7,471 females), being equal to 303 33 
in every 100,000 of the population. The average number for the preced- 
ing ten years was 14,040, the annual numbers varying from 14,568 in 
1875 to 18,441 in 1879. 

As in 1S79 the Eastern Division had the highest rate, and the Western 
the lowest ; the rate for the former division was 41874 per 100,000 
persons, and for the latter 21016. Diseases of the respiratory organs 
were most fatal in the first quarter of the year, during which 5,380 deaths 
from these causes were registered ; the number for the second quarter 
was 4,584; for the third 2,353; and for the fourth 3,423. As many as 
11,701 of the deaths from these causes (5,858 males and 5,S43 females) 
resulted from bronchitis ; 2,263 (1,446 males and 817 females) were from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs; 330 from asthma ; 297 from pleu- 
risy; 92 from laryngitis; and 1,057 were returned as from “lung 
disease,” &c.

Diseases of the Digestive Orga/ns . — These diseases contributed 4,331 
deaths (2,282 males and 2,049 females). They include 376 from gastritis 
or inflammation of the stomach ; 504 from enteritis or inflammation of 
the bowels; 331 from peritonitis or inflammation of the covering of the 
bowels; 339 from ileus or obstruction of the bowels; 219 from ulceration 
of the intestines; 150 from hernia; 7 (6 males and 1 female) from 
fistula; 750 entered under “stomach disease, &c.” ; 239 (130 males and

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109 females) from hepatitis or inflammation of the liver’ 151 from 
jaundice; 950 (including 174 — 118 males and 56 females— from 
cirrhosis) entered under “ liver disease, &c." ; and 24 from spleen disease. 

Diseases of the Umrmry Organs. — To tire various affections of this order 
of diseases 1,430 deaths (1,071 males and 359 females) -were ascribed. Of 
these deaths, 443 (291 males and 152 females) were from nephria or Bright’s 
disease, 98 from diabetes, 107 from cystitis or inflammation of the bladder’ 
10C from nephritis or inflammation of the kidneys; 40 from ischuria or 
suppression of the secretion of urine ; 21 from stone in the bladder ■ 
and 615 (of which 165 were ascribed to prostatic (disease) entered under 
"kidney disease, &c.” 

Diseases of the Organs of Generation. — Deaths from diseases of the 
organs of generation numbered 188, including 80 from ovarian dropsy, 
58 from diseases of the uterus, &c. 

Dismses of the Organs of Locomotion proved fatal in 254 instances, 
and Diseases of the Integumentary System in 162 ; of the latter number 
of deaths, 4 were caused by phlegmon, 70 (35 males and 35 females) by 
ulcer, and 88 by various skin diseases. 



IV. — Developmental Diseases. 

The number of deaths from this class of diseases in 1880 amounted to 
29,766 (13,976 males and 15,790 females). Of the 673 deaths from the 
first order of these causes, 238 wore ascribed to premature birth, 398 to 
teething, 7 to cyanosis, 19 to Bpina bifida, and 11 to other mal- 
formations. 

The deaths registered from the accidents of childbirth amounted to 544; 
the average annual number for the previous ten years was 585. If to 
these 544 deaths registered in the year 1880, the deaths from metria (347) 
be added, we have a total of 891 deaths of parturient women, or the 
death of one mother to every 144 births registered during the year ; the 
average annual number for the ten years 1870-79 was 948, being equal 
to 1 in every 151 of the average annual number of births registered. 
Twenty-one deaths were tabulated under the head of paramenia. 

The remaining deaths in this class are 22,473 (10,655 males and 11,818 
females) from “old age,” and 6,055 from atrophy and debility. 

V. — Violent Deaths. 

The number of violent deaths registered during the year was 1,975 
(1,378 males and 597 females), or 38*06 in every 100,000 of the population, 
being slightly under the average for the ten years 1870-79. Accidents 
or negligence caused 1,738 of these deaths (including 614 from fractures 
and contusions, 389 from bums or scalds, and 432 from drowning), there 
Were 101 cases of homicide (murder and manslaughter), 100 of suicide, 
2 executions, and 34 violent deaths which being vaguely returned were 
not classed..

Inquests . — There were 2,595 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the year 1880, being 1 inquest to every 40 deaths registered. 

In 253 instances of sudden death the cause was not ascertained. 

In 1865 there was 1 death in every 19 registered which could not be 
classed, owing to the cause of death having been either ill-defined or 
unspecified; in 1880 such deaths only equalled 1 in every 56. 



AOBS> 

Deaths of infants under 1 year old numbered 14,386, being equal to 
11*2 per cent, of the number of births registered. 

Amongst children under 5 years of age 26,320 deaths occurred — a mor- 
tality equal to 4*1*7’ in every 1,000 of the living at that age. Of these, 
13,936 were boys and 12,384 girls ; the former number representing 43*4 in 
every 1,000 boys, and the latter 39*8 in every 1,000 girls under 5 years old. 

The deaths of persons aged 65 years and upwards are equivalent to 10 
per cent, of the living at that age. 

Am ongst, the deaths registered are 819 of persons stated to have been 
aged 95 years and upwards — 377 males and 442 females. 
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EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the year 1880 
amounted to 95,517 ; of these, 49,937 were males and 45,580 females. 
Of the whole number, 10,169 were from Leinster ; 30,654 from Munster • 
28,122 from Ulster; and 20,519 from Connaught. 

Of the emigrants in 1880, 14-3 per cent, were under 15 years of age; 
757 per cent, were between 15 and 35 years old; and 10'0 per cent, were 
35 or upwards. 



PRICES OF PROVISIONS, AND PAUPERISM. 

The average prices, in Dublin, of bread, oatmeal, potatoes, and beef in 
1880 were slightly over those for the preceding year. The average 
price of Messrs. Manders and Co.’s 4-lb. loaf was 7£d, being \d. over the 
average piice in the year 1879 ; oatmeal averaged 15 s. 5 d. per cwt., being 
Is. 2 a. over the mean price for 1879. The average prices of potatoes 
ranged from 4s. 2 d. to 7s. 4 d. per cwt., against 4s. Od to 6s. 9d in 1879 ; 
and those of beef from 64s. Od to 72 s. 6d per cwt., against 57 s. to 68s.

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Surveying the period covered by the several Tables in this Report, i.e., 
1880, and the ten years preceding, it is found that beef was lowest in 
the year 1870, when the average prices ranged from 54s. Qd. to 68s. 6 d. 
per cwt.; bread in 1870, in which the average price of Messrs. Handers’ 
4lb. loaf was 6%d . ; oatmeal in 1879, when the average price was 14s. 3 d. 
per cwt., and potatoes in 1875, when the average range of prices was from 
2s. 11 d. to 4s. Id. per cwt. The highest average price of bread was 8cZ. 
in the years 1872—3—4—7 ; of oatmeal, ISs. 8 d. in 1874; the highest range 
for potatoes, 4s. 6cZ. to 8s. per cwt. in 1873, and for beef, 64s. to 82s. Qd. 
per cwt. also in 1873. 

From Returns, for which I am indebted to the Local Government 
Board, it appears that the average number of workhouse inmates in 
Ireland on Saturdays during the year 1880 was 54,610, being 2,547 over 
the average for the preceding year; and that the average number of 
persons receiving out-door relief was 57,014, or 17,793 over the cor- 
responding number for 1879. 



THE WEATHER. 

The following particulars have been extracted from Returns of 
Meteorological Observations taken during 1 the years 1870-80, at 40, Fitz- 
william-square, West, Dublin, by J. W. Moore, M.D., Univ. Dub., F.K.Q.C.P., 
Observer at Dublin for the Meteorological Office, London. 

The mean Atmospherical Pressure lias been obtained from daily readings of the 
barometer at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m., corrected and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit at the mean 
sea level. The Mean Temperature values have been deduced from the maximal and 
minimal readings of the thermometer in the shade by Kaemtz’s Formula, viz., min. 
+{»iaz.— 7«z7i. x "41 j=Mean Temperature. The per-centage Amount of Cloud has been 
deduced from observations made three times daily — at 9 a.m., 3 p.m., and 9 p.m. — for the 
years 1870-1874 inclusive, and from observations made twice daily — at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
—for the years 1875-1880 inclusive. The Rainfall is that measured daily at 9 a.m. A 
rainy day is one on which at least one-hundredth (-01) of an inch of rain fell within the 
twenty-four hours from 9 a.m. to 9 a.m. 

. The Mean Height of the Barometer during the year 1880 was 29-964 inches. The 
highest observed reading was 30-676 inches, at 9 a.m. on January 21st. The lowest 
observed reading was 28-373 inches, at 4-15 p.m., ou February 16th. The extreme range 
of atmospherical pressure was, therefore, 2-303 inches. 

The Mean Temperature of the year, deduced from the maximal and minimal readings 
of the thermometer in the shade by Kuemtz’s formula, was 48-9°. The highest reading 
was 74-8 Q on September 4th; the lowest reading was 20-1° on January 22nd. The 
average mean temperature for the years 1870-79 calculated in the same way, was 48-8°. 
The mean temperature, deduced from the daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 
9 a.m. and 9 p.m., was 49-4°. 

Baxn fell on 188 days, including snow or sleet on 18 days, and hail on 27 days. The 
average number of rainy days in the years 1870-79 was 198-7- The total rainfall mea- 
sured 34*512 inches, compared with an average of 28*468 inches in the years 1870-79. Of 
this amount only 1 1-118 inches, or scarcely one-third, fell in the first six months of the 
year, on 88 days.

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From nearly every point of view, the year 1880 must be regarded as much more favour- 
able than its predecessor. In January atmospherical pressure was unusually high, the 
mean being 30-307 inches. The twenty days ending the 27th were persistently cold, but 
the rain-fall and number of rainy days were considerably under the average. February 
and March were open months. Damp foggy weather was very prevalent in the latter 
month. April was showery, with a mean temperature slightly below the average. May 
was very fine and dry, with frequent sunshine and a preponderance of polar winds. 
June was a favourable month, of average mean temperature but without any extreme 
heat. July was remarkable for the number of “thunderstorm depressions” which passed 
over the British Islands, and for the frequency and severity of the accompanying showers. 
August opened indeed with broken weather, but eventually proved remarkably fine and 
summerlike. September was ou the whole characterised by favourable weather. Saturday, 
the 4th, was the warmest day experienced in 1880. October was signalised by an almost 
persisteut low mean temperature, and by an extraordinarily heavy rainfall in Dublin. On 
the 27th 2-736 inches of rain fell in the city. November was stormy, and sudden and 
great changes of temperature often occurred. The first half of December was singularly 
mild and open, but the second half was cold and changeable. 

A general review of the year 1880 shows that the annual mean temperature was only a 
shade above the average (48-99 compared with 48 89); the amount of cloud was very 
slightly below the average (60-5 per cent, compared with 60-9 per cent.); the rainfall was 
considerably above the average (34-512 inches compared with 28 468 inches); but the 
number of rainy days fell decidedly short of the average, being only 1 88 compared with 1 98-7.

At the close of the year ifc became the duty of this department to make 
arrangements for the taking of the Census of 1881, which has put a great 
strain on the resources of the establishment, and throughout delayed the 
compilation of this report. Another onerous duty had to be discharged 
at the end of the year 1880 in maturing preparations for enforcing the 
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new Births and Deaths Registration Act (43 & 44 Vic., cap. 13), appointed 
to commence on the 1st of January, 1SS1. The results of the working 
of this Act will be shown in the report for the year 1S81, and very 
considerable improvements in the working of the Registration Acts are 
anticipated in consequence of the amendment of the law by this impor- 
tant piece of legislation. 

This report is the last for the decade 1S71-S0, which is the first com- 
plete decade since registration of Births and Deaths commenced in Ireland 
in 1864, terminating with the decennial period selected for the taking of 
the census. I shall, therefore, have the honour to submit to your Excel- 
lency a supplement to this report, containing a summary of the results of 
registration during the ten years 1871-80, compiled on principles similar 
to those hitherto followed by the Registrar-General for England. 

I hope soon to have this summary put in hands, and to present it 
to your Excellency as soon as possible.

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Topographical Description of the Eight Divisions into which Ireland has been 
divided for Statistical purposes. 



No. I., The No imr- Eastern Division. — This division may be described by n lino passing south- 
ward from Lough Foyle through the counties of Londonderry, Tyrone, and Armngh, to Lough Dawn, 
in the county of Monaghan, and thence eastward to Carlingford Lough ; the north and east being on 
the seaboard. 

No. II., The North -‘Western Division, is bounded on tbe east by the division just described, 
from Lough Foyle to a point n little south of Six Mile Cross, in the count}- of Tyrone, aiul may be 
described by a line drawn thence S.W. through the county of Fermanagh to the south of Enniskillen, 
embracing that portion of the north-west angle of the county of Cavan belonging to the Enniskillen 
Union, into the county of Leitrim, crossing Lough Allen, thence into the county of Sligo, to a point 
situated to the southward of the town of Ballymotc, and thence extending north to Uallysodare Bay ; 
tiie remainder of the division is bounded by the sea. It contains Loughs Erne and Derg, and part of 
Lough Allen, and large portions of it are uiouutainous. 

No. III., The Eastern Division, is situated in the provinces of Leinster and Ulster; it extends 
along the Irish Sea and St. George's Channel, from Warrenpoint, in the county of Down, to the south 
of Cahore Point, in the county of Wexford, stretching inland about twenty-five miles, and embracing 
the counties of Louth, Dublin, and Wicklow, and portions of the counties of Carlow, Cavan, Kildare, 
Meath, and Wexford ; together with small portions of the counties of Armagh and Monaghan. 

No. IV., The North Midland Division, is situated in the provinces of Leinster, Ulster, and 
Connaught, and extends southward from its junction with the “North-Western” division near Six 
Mile Cross, in the county of Tyrone, to Tyrrellspass, in the county of Westmeath. Virginia, in the 
county of Cavan, is situated on its eastern border, and Tulsk, in the county of Roscommon, on its 
western. 

No. V., The South Midland Division, situated in the provinces of Leinster and Munster, 
extends from the Hill of Down, in the county of Meath, southward to Borris, in the county of Carlow. 
Us southern boundary may be described by a line drawn thence to Now Birmingham, in the county of 
Tipperary, and from that point south to Fethurd, in the same county, thence westward to the northern 
base of the Galty mountains, and in a north-westerly direction, to Pallasgreen, in the county of 
Limerick. On the east it is bounded by the “ Eastern ” division, and on the west by the “ Western ” 
and the “South-Western’ divisions. 

No. VI., The Western Division. — This division extends southwards from Sligo and Killala Bays 
to the northern bank of the liivcr Shannon, lying westward of Limerick; the extreme points, north 
and south, being Bcnwee Head, in the county of Mayo, and Loop Head, in the county of Clare, a 
distance in or about 120 miles, which, however, does not represent the extent of seaboard, tbe western 
coast being indented by numerous bays and inlets. This division has been extended much more inland 
than the eastern division, as from its exposure to the Atlantic Ocean, and the prevalence of westerly 
winds (which blow for nearly three-fourths of the year), the climate must be affected for a considerable 
distance inland ; the Unions situated on the extreme east are Boyle, Castlereagh, Glennamaddv, 
Mounthellew, Ballinasloe, and Portuinna. 

No. YTI., The South-Eastern Division. — This division extends from its junction with the 
“ Eastern” division, southward of Cahore Point, in the county of Wexford, along the eastern and 
southern coasts to the east of Cork Harbour, and is bounded on the north by the “ South Midland ” 
division. It embraces the county of Waterford, nearly the whole of the county of Wexford, parts of 
the counties of Carlow, Kilkenny, and Tipperary; that portion of the county of Limerick (38,550 acres) 
comprised in the Mitchelstown Union, and a portion of the eastern side of Cork county. 

No. VIII., The South-Western Division, extends along the southern and western coasts from 
Cork Harbour to the River Shannon, and embraces the county of Kerry, nearly the whole, of the 
counties of Cork and Limerick, and a small portion of the county of Clare, comprised in the Limerick 
Union.
